Saratoga ie going to take the initiative in 
giving to the tnrf in America races of the same 
valne as the ’* famous 10,000 ponndere ” which 
have bean such a feature of the sport in Eng- 
land. If “money make^the mare go’’ the valne 
of these events will induce owners to reserve 
some of their best horses for long distance 
events, and never again will such an important 
stake as the Annual Champion be won by ench 
an inferior animal as the Maid of Harlem. 

The Board of Directors of the Saratoga Asso- 
ciation met in New York Monday and decided 
to open the following events, annonneement of 
conditions of which will be made later : 

A stake of $50,000 to be run in 1904, a two- 
year-old stake in 1903 of $25,000, a two-year-old 
stake in 1904 of abont $40,000 and a two-year-old 
stake for fillies to be rnn in 1903 of $14,000. In 
addition the regular events given in 1901 will 
be continued.

ST. LOUIS TURF LITIGATION. 

The injunction proceeding brought by Attor- 
ney General E. C. Crow against the St. Louis 
Fair Association, to restrain bookmaking at 
the Fair Grounds track, was submitted in Divi- 
sion No. 5 of the Cirenit Conrt Monday and 
taken nnder advisement by Judge Fisher. 

Attorney H. S. Priest, representing the Fair 
Association, offered in evidence the record of 
the case brought recently against the Delmar 
Jockey Clnb to restrain bookmaking and pool- 
selling at the Delmar track. He alsp snb- 
mitted a letter, dated May 2 laet, from State 
Auditor Albert O. Allen to C. A. Tilles, president 
of tbe Fair Association, in which Mr. Allan 
stated that an arrangement had been entered 
into between him and the previous manage- 
ment of the Fair Association, for B. F. Walker 
and Morton Jonrdan, or some one for them, to 
issna licenses for bookmaking on blanks fnr- 
niehed by the auditor, and asking Tilles if ha 
desired the arrangement to continue. 

The reply of Tilles accepting the proposition 
was also submitted. Rogers denies that be 
issued the licenses, but states he was present 
when the licenses were issued. 

Licenses had been issued in tbe same manner 
for the seasons of 1899, 1900 and .1901, and were 
issued in that manner for bookmaking at the 
Fair Grounds track, tbe Kinloch track and the 
Delmar track, and there was no limit as to 
time, he states. 

Attorney General Crow objected to tbe record 
of the Delmar case and submitted the affidavit 
of Auditor Allen and of State Treasurer B. P. 
Williams. Mr. Allan states the first he learned 
of tbe issuance of the licenses was on August 7 
at Springfield, Mo., whan Morton Jonrdan told 
him they were issued by Rogers. 

Williams denies in his affidavit that any 
money was turned into the State Treasury for 
fees for the licensee. He states that he received 
a check for $5,700 as trustee, bnt not as State 
Treasurer, and placed it in bank for collection.

The predicted showers of the weather prophet 
failed to materialize r Harlem yesterday and 
the track ,:.s nsnal was lightning fast. A regu- 
lar midsummer crowd was present and wit- 
nessed an excellent day’s sport. 

The feature attraction of the day was the 
Forward Stakes, a dash of seven fnrlongs for 
two-year-olds with $1,000 added. Ont of the 
■even scheduled to start The Giver, Sol Lichten- 
stein, Abe Frank and Landseer failed to re- 
spond to the bngle call presumably being 
scared ont of tbs race by the presence of Bessie 
Spabr. Before going to the post Bessie Spahr 
was bonght by Fred Cook for $7,500 and ran ha 
bis colors. She was held at 2 to 5 in the betting 
and pnt np an excellent effort, winning rather 
easily by* .engtb from Sonth Trimble which 
beat Nellie Waddell three lengths for second 
place. Nellie Waddell started ont in the lead 
and held it by a fair margin for the first five 
fnrlongs where Bessie Spahr want np and felt 
her. They ran lapped for a few strides when it 
was seen that Nellie Waddell was beginning to 
show signs of distress. As they swung for the 
homo mn Bessie Spahr gradnally drew 
away and was apparently winning easily bnt 
along abont the last sixteenth post Sonth 
Trimble moved np with a determined rush, 
causing Dominick to bustle Bessie Spahr ont at 
the end. In the last twenty yards or so, how- 
ever, she showed more speed than Sonth 
Trimble. Nellie Waddell was thoroughly tired 
at the end, and is probably not enamored of 
anything over six fnrlongs.

Charley Moore was fonrth and altogether pnt 
np a clever performance considering the fact 
that he has not raced in some time.

The fonrth race, a six fnrlongs sprint for s | 
ages, brought a good field of fast ones to thb i 
poet, the talent picking npon W. J. Deboe os 
the winner, making him an 8 to 5 shot. For 
some reason or another Henry Burt, which has 
been running well of lata, was completely over- 
looked, being one of the outsiders in the bet- 
ting, To prove the falsity of the odds laid 
against him he pntnp a cracking good race and 
nailed W. J, Deboe on the post after an excit- 
ing drive in the last sixteenth. Sharp Bird, 
luxuriant of speed, lad by a good margin np to 
the bead of the stretch, where as nsnal be ran 
ont, losing abont four lengths. W J . Deboe 
then assumed command, bnt abor le Isst six- 
teenth post Dose bronght np Her .

a rush and joined! him. It was nip and tuck 
nntil abont the last five strides, where Henry 
Bnrt drew gradnally away on his own courage, 
winning by half a length from W. J. Deboe, 
which jnst lasted long enough to beat the fa t 
closing Merriment a head on the poet for sec- 
ond place. The last named finished with a rnsh 
bnt it was too late to be of any advantage. 
Sharp Bird wonld probably have won had ha 
not rnn ont.

After a tedious delay of thirty-five minutes at 
the post in the first race Dwyer finally got the 
field of sixteen youngsters off to a fair start.
